PECULIARITIES. 


The Meteorological Keview has the 


following concerning California's cli 
mate: 
"The State of California ha. 


numerous climatic peculiarities that ex 
cite surprise in the minds of visitors 
Her territory extends through ten do 
grees of latitude, but tho mean tempera 
ture or rainfall at any given point is no 
to be determined by its latitude. Thi 
Sierra Nevada Range of mountains on 
the east, and the Coast Range on thi 
west, unite to form a great interior val 
ley 350 miles in length. The southern 
portion of this great basin is drained by 
the San Joaquin river, and is known as 
the San Joaquin valley, and the north- 
ern portion, drained by the Sacramento 
river, is known as the Sacramento Val- 
ley. These rivers (one flowing north- 
ward, the other southward), unite in 
the heart of the State, and together their 
waters flow onward to the Golden Gate 
The means of temperature at the dif- 
ferent places in this interior basin do 
not vary to any material extent. 
The 


hills of tho Const Rauge and of the 
Sierra Nevada, to an elevation of two 
thousand or two thousand fivo hundret 
feet, have like thermometric conditions 
with the valley. But it is found that 
the rainfall varies more than the tern, 
peratore, and, speaking generally, in- 
creases as each degree of latitude is 
gained, and with each 100 feet of eleva- 
tion. 


"Tho junction of the Coast Kange 


and the Sierra Nevada, at the lower end 
of the great valley, form a transverse 
partition of the State, on the southern 
side of which lies what is known as 
Southern California, embraced in the 
counties of Los Angeles, Snn Bernar- 
dino and San Diego. 
Ventura and 


Santa Barbara counties, on the coast 
and west of Los Angeles, are usually in- 
cluded in the designation 'Southern Cal- 
ifornia.' A glance at the map will show 
that these five counties, taken together, 
form but a relative small portion of the 
State. The great agricultural and horti- 
cultural region of California is the vu»t 
"valley of the Interior, with its two broad 
belts of foothills, where the skies are 
brighter than in the coast counties, and 
where there is entire freedom from sea 
fogs that are common at San Diego, Los 
Angeles nnd Santa Barbara. 
The bat- 


ter portion of the Stain undoubtedly lies 
north of a line drawn from oast to west 
midway 
between the 
southern and 


northern boundaries. The soil in the 
northern portion of the interior basin is 
fertile and the rainfall so abundant that 
both farmers and fruit growers can dis- 
pense -with irrigation, and the climate is 
,-unsurpassed in tne world, suited to the 


production of every variety of deciduous 
as well as citrus fruits."

It i'v 1ml of Interest in the Death o 


Jennie Cramer. 


HAVKN, July 18.—Interest in th 


fate of Jennie Ciamer, whose dead body 
was found at Snbiue lock some year 
ago, has been revived in u sensationa 
way, and the frionds of the Malley 
brothers, who were chnrged with he 
murder, speak of them as martyrs o 
circumstantial evidence. The story i 
that Albeit Fitzroy, who died in Holyoke 
Mass., a fsw days ago, stated on hii 
death-bed that Jennie Cramer commit 
ted suicide. He left homo a week be 
fore Jennie Cramei's body was founc 
floating iu tho surf, presumably to go to 
New York. Instead of going to New 
York lie met a lady fiiend at the Holly 
oke depot and together they went to 
Sahiue Bock, where he remained, and 
as he states on his death bed, wituessei 
with his companion Jennie Cramer com 
mife suicide. Ho attended the latter par 
of the trial of the Malley boys, ready 
if they were found guilty, to get up anc 
tell his story, which of course woult 
have cleared them beyond doubt. As i 
was they were let go and Fitzroy weii 
to Holyoke.
